When the Liberal party goes to

Leader Oliver ha* already out¬ 
lined its main features in his ad¬ 
dresses on the subject, but the ac¬ 
companying map will indicate very 
clearly Just what Is proposed under 
his railway policy. 

, In- a general way Mr. Oliver pro¬ 
poses to “cash in” on the extensive 
system of sulwddles already guaran¬ 
teed by the Dominion government- 
subsidies which if supplemented by' 
provincial aid would insure the con¬ 
struction of nearly a thousand mile* 
nf new railway through* rhU pro¬ 
vince. f 

Instead of ctmtinuing^Ahe insane 
policy of "fighting Ottawa,” Mr. 
Oliver suggests a practical plan of 
taking advantage of what otUwa 
has done, and of supplement in* the 
ild given by the federal administra¬ 
tion .roughly to the extent of 50 
p*r-c*!*t. -In other words, where the 
4»4*»ral sub* id la* would run to RL 400 
a mile, the province In the event of 
construction being vigorously prose¬ 


cuted. Wtffild grant *3.200 a tulle. 

By a study of the accompanying 
tables and map it will b«j ve en that 
Mr. Oliver’s policy involves aid to 
■bout a thousand miles of road. A 
maximum estimate of the-subven- 
tfons which the provincial govern¬ 
ment might give under this plan 
would be 35.000.000. The interest and 
sinking fund yearly on such a loan 
would l*e only 32.'0,00fl a- year—a sum 
well within the pre*4-nt financial 
ability of this province with It* 
great nml extending revenue*. 

’ r Notwithstanding the fact that 
these subsldlc* have been g ranted 
for some time, the local government 
has never turned its hand *over to 
see that railway construction fol¬ 
lowed. The reason has been obvious. 
Notwlth*tatV*ing that nearly ail 
these line? hquld traverse altnolutelg 
new territory, and open up huge 
tracts of revenue producing country, 
the desire of the lofal administra¬ 
tion to n urse a grievance has over 
mastered e* ery other consideration, 
and the ministry has sulked and re- 
luM-d u take advantage, of Aba¬ 
ci cat opportunity which ths action 
of the Dominion government haa 


of the o^d British Pacific/ The Do¬ 
minion government has subsidised 
one hundred thiles of each IlnV and 
will of course provide additional aid 
for the remainder of the distance as 
construction proceed*. 

Ho far as revealed the policy of^ 
.Premier McBride is to aid * line to 
parallel one already assured under 
the federal policy from the 1 " Yellow- 
head® for some distance westward 
in B. f.. which will then be diverted 
south and prolonged to Jhr coast 
liarallei to other operating .railways. 
He plans to avoid the great north¬ 
ern interior—perhaps because K* 
needs and importance have already 
been recognised by the Dominion 
government. ^ 

Mr. Oliver’s policy Is one /Which 
obviously it is gobd business for the 
province to adopt. It insures «t a 
very modest, expenditure an era of 
railway construction in this province 
which w'ould prolong present good 
times for man y years to come, it 
provides for this work at an ex¬ 
penditure wo modest that It would 
Out be fell by the taxpayers of the 
province, ft opens up' to the settler. 
i|n- miner, the farmer and the in¬ 


provided for opening up the pro¬ 
vince. 

It will be noticed that not all of 
the lines subsidized by the Domin¬ 
ion require provincial aid to Insure 
their constrtetlon. An asterisk marks 
those which It is necessary to aeslRt. 
while the Liberal leader has also 
Incorporated three other roads, in¬ 
cluding two In which this city is 
vitally Interested, name I* that to 
Hark^ley Hound and the etftension 
to the north end of the island. 

A glance at the map will Indicate 
the necessity of vigorously backing 
up the federal jwlicy. Two great 
.trunk lines traverse thl* province— 
thk C. P. R. built under Conserva¬ 
tive regime nnd the G. T. P. now 
being constructed under Liberal 
rule. PetYNwn the two is a gr«*at 
hinterland—ine finest land in the 
province with enormous resources 
of timber and miners Ik ar.d of argbie 
land. The federal policy bonsuses 

two. roads , to traver se thl*_great 

tract—pne running north from Van¬ 
couver toward Fort George, the 
other running, north, easterly .from 
Vancouver Island toward the same 
point, and following roughly the line
